Treasured Musket 
Disappears From 
Blackie Home 

Who took my old flint musket? 
This question is being asked by 
Calvin Lowrey, who says this 
flintlock musket was brought from 
Belfast, Ireland to America by his 
great-grandfather ICampbell in 1832 
and has been in the possession of 
the Campbell and Lowrey families 
ever since. 

This musket has British military 
markings and was evidently war 
surplus of the wars of 1812-1814. 

Mr. Lowrey feels, quite rightly, 
that this was a most unkind trick 
to play on an aged and near blind 
man who has been in and out of 
hospital much of the lime recently. 
It was evidently during one of 
these hospital sojourns that the 
heirloom was removed from his 
home, possibly around June 15th, 
although it was not missed until 
August 10th.

Problems other than the weather 
have mostly been overcome, how¬ 
ever, and at the County Council 
mating on August 19, Ivan Haga. 
chairman of the Municipal Com¬ 
mittee reported that it is antici¬ 
pated that the road will be com¬ 
pleted to the specifications of the 
Department of Highways. 

Other business at the meeting: 

A by-law to authorize the adop¬ 
tion of the 1966 assessment for 
taxation purposes for the year 
1967 was introduced, read and the 
required three times, and passed. 

A letter from the Lomond 
Grazing Association in respect to. 
a bill for supplying and installing 
a Texas Gate, was read. The bill 
amounted to $187.50 for the cost 
of the gate and $77.32 for the 
installation. After discussing this 
matter, it was moved and carried 
that the county absorb the cost 
of installation and make a refund 
of $77.32. 

The secretary-treasurer read 
circular letters from the Alberta 
Association of Municipal Districts 
in respect to the forthcoming con¬ 
vention and other matters regard¬ 
ing the co-op trading branch. 

A letter from the Board of 
Transport Commissioners in re¬ 
spect to an applicatiton to open 
the railroad crossing on the road 
allowance at the S.E. corner of 
Section 16-20-25-W4th, was read. 
It was moved and carried that the 
county make applicatiton to the 
Board of Transport Commissioners 
to open the crossing as stated. 

It was moved and carried that 
an application for an irrigation 
project on the S.W. 2-20-19-4 be 
approved. 

It was moved and carried that 
the agreement with Imperial Oil 
Limited to sell the County of Vul¬ 
can gasoline at a discount of 4.96c 
per gallon from the tank wagon 
price, and diesel fuel at 4.26c per 
gallon discount, be approved. 

The secretary-treasurer read a 
letter from the Recreation Branch 
of the Department of Provincial 
Secretary in respect to an applica¬ 
tion from the Champion Lions 
Club to transfer the $800 Recrea¬ 
tional Grant from the erection of 
a camp kitchen in Little Bow Park 
which was not approved, to the 
improvement of the baseball dia¬ 
mond in the Village of Champion. 
The letter stated that this was 
not approved and suggested that 
the $800 grant be returned to the 
department. Councillors decided to 
leave this matter in abeyance for 
the present.

Housing Shortage 


NOTICES 


The housing shortage in Vulcan is particularly 
noticeable at this time of the year, when the annual 
influx of school teachers occurs. 

Workers at the airport are also having trouble 
finding rental accommodation and local businesses 
requiring additional help are almost forced to specify 
that applicants be single as it is practically im¬ 
possible to find a house for rent. 

It is unfortunate that at least two plans for 
building apartment blocks in Vulcan have had to be 
abandoned because CMHC financing cannot be se¬ 
cured for such projects in a small town such as Vul¬ 
can. Even small six- or eight-apartment blocks would 
help alleviate the housing shortage here and oc¬ 
cupancy would not likely be a problem. 

To build a new home here, about a third of the 
cost is required as down payment and this effectively 
prevents many would-be home owners from building 
and thus releasing other houses for rental. 

Eighty-five percent of the homes in Vulcan are 
owner - occupied and there does not appear to be 
any easy solution to. the shortage of rental 
accommodation.

LOSSES CAUSED BY 
STREAK MOSAIC 

One of the recent Weekly Let¬ 
ters from the Lethbridge Research 
Station dealt with losses caused by 
Wheat Streak- Mosaic. While there 
have been no apparent tosses in the 
past year, it can do little harm to 
review the situation. 

The spectacular streak mosiac 
outbreak that hit the 1963-64 win¬ 
ter wheat crop in Southern Alberta 
strikingly demonstrated the de¬ 
structiveness of this disease. The 
losses resulting from yellowed and 
stunted crops were obvious. One 
severely infested 100-acre crop of 
winter wheat yielded only five 
bushels per acre. Losses in other 
fields where there were fewer 
diseased plants were less noticeable. 
Yields up to 60 bushels per acre 
were harvested from nearby 
healthy crops. 

To obtain an accurate picture of 
the losses in partially infected win¬ 
ter wheat crops a farmer's field 
was systematically sampled in 1964 
and the relationship between 
disease intensity (percentage of 
plants infected) and yield was 
analyzed at the Lethbridge Re¬ 
search Station. It was found that 
losses of 20-30 per cent could occur 
without streak mosaic .symptoms 
being obvious lo the casual ob¬ 
server. The samples revealed that 
the reduced yield from mosaic- 
infected plants resulted from a 
marked reduction in the average 
number of kernels formed <34 per 
plant compared to 96 for healthy 
plants). These kernels were also 
smaller and lighter, their bushel 
weight being 4.8 pounds less than 
that of healthy plants. The most 
severely diseased plants died early 
without setting seed. Ironically, in 
these partially affected fields the 
loss of these plants was fully com-

Such compensation would not have 
occurred, however, had growing 
conditions been less than ideal. 

Although streak mosaic has not 
been a problem in 1966, winter 
wheat growers should not be com¬ 
placent if they wish to ensure 
against a repetition of the 1963-64 
outbreak. The disease must always 
be considered a potential danger 
in the winter wheat growing area 
of Southern Alberta. Stieak mosaic 
can be avoided if ALL growers 
routinely and conscientiously prac¬ 
tice the following control recom¬ 
mendations. 

—Destroy volunteer wheat or bar¬ 
ley before sowing winter wheat 
on the same or adjacent fields. 

—Seed winter wheat only after 
nearby spring wheal and barley 
crops are harvested or mature. 
Seed during the first two weeks 
of September, but only if the 
above precautions can be 
observed.
